Brennan. .James Griffith, Xellic Pchan- 
del, all of Xewark, and Max Eiaman, 
of Jersey City, are considered seriously 
hurt, but the^hoRpital authorities said 
today that their condition was encour- 
aging- 


Entire Family Wiped Out 


The most pathetic case, perhaps, was 


that of William R. Laird, of Buffalo, 
•whose entire family, consisting of his 
father. MB' wife, 5-yoar-old daughter and 
2-year-old son were wiped out by the 
catastrophe. Mr. Laird, who is employed 
in a Buffalo printing establishment, left 
that city last night knowing only that 
hin father.

WAS ASKED TO RESIGN 


Lancaster. -Mass.. July 5.—Secretary 


of the Treasury Franklin MacVeagh. in 
a statement given out here yesterday. 
declared that the resignation of A. Piatt 


ndrew, assistant secretary of 
the 


treasury, was Tint snbmitted until it 


• had repeatedly been requested hy both 
Mr. MacVjafh and President Taft. TUc 


iecretary said that Mr. Andrew pleaded 
,o be retained in the service and brought 
every possible influence to bear to have 
:he request for his resignation with- 
drawn. 


Secretary MacVeagh. who is n, visitor 


at the home of Bayard Thayer, received 
many telegraph and telephone messages 
from friends and official acquaintances 
expressing confidence in his administra- 
tion of the department, and prepared a 
lengthy statement of his side of the 
controversy 
precipitated 
by Mr. An- 


drew's letters of resignation. 


What MacVeagh Says. 


The statement of th» secretary says: 


. "I regret that it seems necessary" to 
refer to the letters published by Mr. 
A. JPia.lt. Andrew, and Addressed to the 
president and to me. NTh« virulence of 
the attack has probsMy limited its ef- 
fect: but apart from the attack upon 
me. he strangely misrepresents a. num- 
ber of the chief men of the treasury de- 
partment, to whom I attribute a large, 
measure of the success of the depart- 
ment work, and seems to deny that any- 
thing has nfen accomplished either by 
them or anybody, else. I am obliged, 


therefore, to restore Mr. Andrew's resig- 
nation to its proper light. 


Denies Resignation Story. 


"Mr. Andrew says ho resigned because 


of the conditions in the treasury de- 
partment of which he disapproves. 
A 


:omparison of his' statement with the 
Facts ia probably the simplest way to 
test the animus and veracity of his "let- 
ters. He did not resign voluntarily, but 
was asked to resign—asked repeatedly— 
and he used every effort and influence 
possible to get the request for his resig- 
nation withdrawn; and pleaded to be 
allowed to continue in his place. And 
it was when he had failed to have the 
request for his resignation withdrawn, 
and because of this, that he made his 
attack—and chose to give the impres- 
sion that, his resignation was a matter 
of his own choice, and dttcrmined -upon 
for public, reasons. 


"The details as to his resignation are 


as follows: 


"On Juno 24. when Mr. Andrew re- 


turned t'rorn Chicago. T formally asked 
in a note for hi? resignation. He called 
on me at once to urge me to change my 
mind and allow him to stay. 
At hi* 


wish 1 explained at length nay reason* 


and listened to all his arguments and 
wishes. I felt, however, obliged to tell 
him the request for his resignation could 
not be withdrawn. 


"I supposed Mr. Andrew would send 


his resignation promptly and as a mat- 
ter of course, as I had never known of a 
rase where such a request had not been 
promptly co.-nplied with. 


Demands Answer at Once. 


"I waited, however, without 
reply 


until -Tun" 2?. 
I then wrote again re- 


peating the request. On the 20th Mr. 
Andrew sent me a brief note treating 
tTTo matter with vagueness. 
I replied 


immediately, faying I would not accept 
vagueness, hut wished to have that day 
cither his resignation or hi,- refusal to 
resign. To this he did not reply at ail. 


"Therefore, on July 2. I wrote n fourth 


time, renewing the request and rommu 
nirating a copy of a letter addressed to 
me by the president, authorizing and di- 
ro^tins m" to ask for the resignation. ] 
asked for a prompt reply, stating th.il 
I v^s going "'it nf town. I Mt Wash- 
ington on the midnight .train without 
hearing from Mr. Andrew, and saw jn 
the next afternoon's gapers loag ex- 


Tacts from two scurrilous letters, one 
:o the president and one to me. which nt 
ast conveyed his unwilling resignation. 


Meanwhile—as I only learned after a 


week—Mr. Andrew had' diligently used 
the interval to secure ail the influence 
he could t; gid him in keeping his place. 
Besides arguing with me and certain 
senators and besides hiving bis case 
argued both at the white house and be- 
fore me he argued his case himself nt 
th<- white house.

. Berkeley, Cal.,.July 5.—Under the di-1 
rection o£ Dr. Wilbur A. Sawyer, direc- 
tor of the state hygienic laboratory at 
the University of Calif'; nia, a Pasteur 
institute for the manulacture of virus 
used for treatment of rabies, 'the disease 
from which hydrophobia is communi- 
cated, has been installed on the campus. 
It is the first Pasteur institute this 
side of the Mississippi river. 


With the-opening of the institute 


came a government inspection by Sur- 
geon Donald Ctirrie, of the United States 
public health nnd marine hospital serv- 
ice. .

Dr. Sawyer is assisted by Miss Esther 


M. Skolfield, .bacteriologist, and ' Miss 
Ruby Cunningham, assistant 
bacteri- 


ologist.

The institute consists of two rooms, 


one equipped with hutches for rabbits, 
the other with drying closet, work tables 
and other pnrnphern/iliB. Extreme care 
has been taken to obtain cleanliness, and 
excellent lighting facilities have been se- 
cured for the expert work to be done.

The manufacture of this virus with 


which rabies is- fought takes several 
stages. A rabbit is 'inoculated 
with 


fixed "virus," as the rabies poison • is 
called, and on the seventh day it sick- 
ens and on the eight day is dispatched. 
The spinal cotd of the nnimM is then 
removed and placed in a bottle to dry. . 


The length of time the cord dries de- 


termines the strength of the'virus in 
it, the lorigast drying hpjng for eight 
days. .

Gorhain has been reported dead, the 


information coming to a newspaper here 
in a letter purporting to be from his 
mother, who was supposed to have re- 
ceived word of her son's death in Old 
Mexico, hut many officers have held this 
was a ruse of Gorham's to cause relaxa- 
tion of the search for him. 


Graham was one of the notorious band 


which included Guy Van Tassel 
and 


Charles Hanson, the three being impli- 
cated in a series of burglaries and safe 
blowing at Indianapolis. 
Van Tassel 


and Gorham were captured in a raid 
on an Oliver avenue, home -in 1897 by 
Capt. Adolph Asch, then a patrolman, 
and others, nnd Gorhara came to the re- 
formatory February 21, 1898, to serve 
from two" to fourteen years. He was 
transferred to the state prison after two 
years a'/TT was paroled September 21, 
1003, thereafter setting up as a musician 
in Laporte, Ind. 


There he became involved with a mar- 


ried woman and was named as co-de- 
fendant in a divorce action and was 
returned to the reformatory. 
He was 


paroled again in 1905, taught music in 
Jeffersonville and was gaining a reputa- 
tion when he disappeared,.headed, it was 
believed, for Mexico. 


Carlisle, Pa., July 5.—As the result 


of an investigation of housing conditions 
in Cumberland county. Dr. Harvey B. 
Bashorc, of West Fairview, a me'dical 
inspector for the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of health, says that "slums" are 
not confined to the big cities, and that 
in environments whore land is almost as 
cheap as dirt" and .pure air abounds, 
here is overcrowding that would make 
n east side tenement in New York city 
jlush. 


In Cumberland county, where there 


ire practically no foreigners and the 
ommunity is noted for its educational 
acilities and high average of intelli- 
gence, Dr. Bashore hns found in 
the 


mountain district cases where eight per- 
sons habitually used a bedroom fifteen 
"eet square, and in Carlisle he found a 
nother and two boys eating, living and 
ileeping in one small room that con- 
fined one small bed. And "these are de- 
'.lared to be typical. 


Tho nurse of the tuberculosis dispen- 


iary here in her 
visiting • work 
has 


irought attention to a. farmhouse where 
Ive persons sleep in one'not very large 
aedroom, which has only one small win- \ 
dow, 
and it was nailed shut. 
One of i 


the five has incipient tuberculosis. The 
people are well-to-do farmers, living in, 


twelve-room brick house on a $10,000 


farm. They slept in one room to save 
fuel, it is presumed. 


In one small town in Southern Penn- 


sylvania the worst and most unsanitary 
shack, says Dr. Bashore. is owne'd by 
a college professor's wife, member of 
the town's civic club.

culosis houses"—homes in which at one 
time or another consumptives have re- 
sided.

Over one hundred and fifty patients 


visit the state dispensary here, and 


through educational work the depart- 
ment of health is endeavoring to im- 
prove the housing conditions. 


"The worst case of overcrowding that 


I've ever seen," says. Dr..Bashore, "ap- 
peared one day when I prepared to ad- 
minister immunizing doses of anti-toxin 
to a family during an epidemic of diph- 
theria. Thirteen children nnd nix adults 
lined up to take their medicine. The 
muse contained only six 
rooms and. 


Lhere were only three beds. The occu-. 
pants' faces were pale and sallow. And 
this wasn't a city tenement district, hut 
one of the healthiest valleys in 
tho 


state, far from smokn nnd impure city 
atmosphere." 


People throughout this district, where 


the air is fresh and open spaces are 
the rule, find it difficult to explain a con- 
dition which has been generally believed 
to be confined to the large cities. But 
the fitnte department of health 
has 


awakened to the situation and a sys- 
tematic campaign of education is being 
conducted.

prison directors and fully justified the 
confidence reposed in them. 


Since 1893 on]y 249 men violated the 


strict conditions of their parole—that is, 
entered saloons, left the state, failed to 
report or neglected the smaller rules set 
up for their own protection, as well as 
the safeguarding of society at large. Of 
this number 152 were returned to the 
penitentiaries. Of these 249, too, oily
